THE REAPPRAISALS 


By this time the individual householders of 
Wilmington have received their letters from 
the Board of Assessors, telling them of the 
results of the reappraisal of Wilmington's 
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an assessor we would listen very carefully to 
any protests about flooding - which is a fea- 
ture that certainly does decrease the value of 
the land. 

Lastly, we are concerned with a few people 
who own land near the Town pumping stations. 
Those lots of land that are within the "water- 
shed' are in a peculiar status. If the owner 
ever sought to build on one of these the chan- 
ces are that he would be denied the right, 
from the Building Inspector. 


Such a problem, is of course, more than just 
for the Assessors, But, we think that people 


who own land on which they cannot build are 
entitled to a rebate 

There are a couple of more points, too. Ass- 
essors records are public property, and as 


such are open to the inspection of the public, 
without assignment of cause or reason. This 
means that if a person wants to find out what 
to find out what any parcel of land is worth, 
and he doesn't need to own that parcel, he can 
go in and find out. 

We are not trying to induce the people tag 
make a sudden rush on the town hall, to find 


out what their neighb)..s pay. We say this mere 
ly as a reminder of the rights of the individ- 
ual. The Town Manager is planning as soon as 
possible, to have a book published containing 
all the valuations in Wilmington. We don't kn 
ow when it will happen, but it can't be too 
soon.

Fred Calabrese, Principal Assessor of Wilm- 
ington, told the Rotary Club, and the Taxpay- 
ers Association, in recent speeches, that 
there would be no overall increase in the val- 
uations of real estate, taken as a whole, by 
the reappraisal. He still makes that statement 
and there is no reason to doubt it. 

It world seem, from those protests being hea- 
rd, that there have been many more increases 
in valuations, than decreases. Perhaps this is 
just a case of the tight shoe getting the most 
attention, but appearances are such that one 
would be fain to believe there has been a sub- 
stantial increase in the total assessments. 

By and large the people have accepted the re- 
appraisal without complaint, although there 
have been a few protests. This was to be ex- 
pected. It is impossible to be perfect, es- 
pecially in a case such as this, which invol- 
ves over 7000 parcels of land. The Assessors 
have issued a statement that they stand ready 
to correct any errors. 

We have a few thoughts. 

With the possibility of having a large number 
of persons coming in at one time, to examine 
their own records, the Assessors thought it 
wise to set definite times, for each neighbor- 
hood. This would preclude the condition of 


having the town hall filled with people from 
say 13 different places, and having to have 
13 sets of records, spread out all over the 
building - an impossible situation. 

But - the time assigned for many neighbor- 
hoods was in the working hours of the men of 
the homes. Such is an unfair situation, for it 
means that the men have to take a day from 
work, if they wish to protest any feather of 
their home's taxation. It is, of course, un- 
fair, and to our knowledge this has been rec- 
ognized in the town hall. Changes will undou- 
btedly be made in the hearing times. 

Our second thought concerns the swamp areas 
of Wilmington. Excellent photographs were tak- 
en from the air, which show the type of soilin

WHY THE NORTH SCHOOL 
IS RED 


Up on Salem Street is a build 
ing known as the North School, 
now no longer used for school 
purposes. It was erected in 
the 1870s, and is the second 
or third ‘North’ School of 
Wilmington. In the center of 
the road, where Ballardvale 
Street meets Salem, may still 
be seen the outlines of the 
old well, from which the 
school children used to draw 
water, and which was construc- 
ted many years ago for fire 
prevention purposes. 

The school] was originally 
yellow, and had other colors 
during its career, but, not 
known to many, is an interest- 
ing story of why it is now red 
Caleb Harriman, doughty citi-* 
zen of Wilmington, owner of 
the Harriman Tannery, one time 
Fire Chief of Wilmington, and

one of the first commissioners 
of the Water Department had a 
fondness for the cola red. He 
Foainted his tannery red, He 
painted almost every other 
building he owned red. Every 


building this is, but his 
home, and the nearby outbuild- 
ings. 

Caleb, back in the 1920s, 
thought it would be nice if 
the school house which he 
could just see from his home 
was also painted red. Perhaps 
he was affected by the well 
publicized ‘little red-school 
house’ idea. He offered to 
supply the paint, if the 
School Committee would paint 
the building red. 

Chairman of the School Com- 
mittee at that time was John 
W Hathaway, who thought there 
was nothing wrong with the 
idea. Another man on the 
school board was Peter Neilson 
a mason, rather a rough and 
ready man (and the father of 
the publisher of this paper. ) 
He disagreed with Hathaway, 
and swore it wouldn’t be done. 


he School] Committee debated 
the question, not once, but 


several times, and finally 
voted against red. Harriman 
offered to pay the costs of 
painting. Hathaway took up the 
cudgels again, and again Peter 
Neilson led the fight against 
red. ‘All the schools should 
be the same color, if poss- 
ible’, was his idea. 

Finally, after 10 years, Pet- 
er Neilson decided that he had 
been on the School Committee 
long enough. He did not 
‘choose to run’ to use the ex- 
pression of Calvin Coolidge. 
John Hathaway, by this time, 
had also retired from the 
School Board. 

Harriman finally prevailed. 
He made his offer again to the 
School Committee, and it was 
accepted, and ever since then 
the North School has been red.

THE REAPPRAISAL 
The new appraisals of real 
estate, in Wilmington, are now 
the knowledge of the individ- 
ual home owners, if not the 
public at large. There have 
have been increases, and there 
have been decreases, with the 
loudest noise coming from 
those people whose homes are 
now increased in tax valua- 


tions. 
Fred Calabrese, Principal 
Assessor, is careful] to point 


out that the new valuations 
are supposed to be 50% of the 
fair value of the individual 
homes. He has already had a 
considerable amount of in- 
quiries, as to individual 
valuations, and, in some cases 


as to the method used, in ar- 
riving at them. 
valabrese states that ‘let- 


ters were sent to the indivi- 


dual property owner: o that 
they may have an opportunity 
of meeting with the assessors 
and the appraisers, to discuss 
the individual property own- 
er’s valuations. As Assessors 
we are concerned with the 
final assessment figure, and 
if the figure submitted to the 
owner represents one half of 
the value of the property, 
then no amount of pressure is 
going to secure a change. If, 
on the other hand, it can be 
shown that the figure is high, 
no pressure wil] be needed to 
make the change’ 

To undérstand the new ap- 
praisals in Wilmington, it is 
necessary to understand the 
methods used, by the firm that 
did the appraisals, Cole- 
Layer-Trumble. 
Cole-Layer-Trumble started 
their operations by compiling 
an Appraisal Manual, for the 
Town of Wilmington. This was 
their standard reference book, 
for all appraisals in the 
town. It divided homes into 
various categories, ranging 
from AA to E. AA is the very 
finest of homes, and E are 
distinctly substandard. 

The reference book was de- 
signed to compute the replace- 
ment value of each home. To 
get figures and costs Cole- 
Layer-Trumble (hereinafter 
called CLT) consulted supply 
houses, contractors, real es- 
tate men, and any other source 
connected with building, in 
and around Wilmington. 

There are very few houses in 
Wilmington that reached either 
the AA or A rating, There were 
several ® ratings. C, which 
represents the average home, 
is by far in the majority, 
while there are many D homes, 
(slightly below standard) and 
several E homes. 

In their reference manual CLT 
classified ul] categories, by 
their various types, that is, 
a One Story Frame, a One Story 
Brick, a One Story Concrete 
Block, and One and One Half 
Story Frames, etc. Sy pictures 
these categories are further 
illustrated. 

The Appraising Schedule con- 
sists of tables, 
to account the various con- 
struction features of the 


which take in- 


homes. The C grade dwelling 
pricing schedule has a table 
based on square feet of the 
basement or foundation, for 
each of the classifications, 
i.e., One Story, One and One- 
Half, etc., Brick, Frame, etc, 
and includes pricing schedules 
for all extras, such as porch- 
es, attics, garages, plumbing 
and heating. (Generally, an 
extra fireplace is rated at 
about $120). 

The size of the lot, and the 
frontage on the street, are 
also important factors. 
Inspection of two cards, in 
Hathaway Acres, (all houses 
here are in the C Class), was 
interesting, for the two homes 
while identical to all ap 
pearances, had different valu- 
ations . 

Standing side by side, two 
years old, they are each one 
and one half story buildings. 
In 1955 they were each assess-. 
ed at $5000. . 

CLT went through the build- 
ings. Building A is now asses 
sed at $4700, and Building B 
at $5800. . 


Building A had no cellar, or 
finished rooms upstairs, 
Building B had both. There is 


the difference. To outward ap- 
pearances they are the same, 
yet the owner of Building B 
will now be paying for what he 
actual ly has.
